■Wherever the announcement of the 
death of Cb&rloH IBrownf who?e 
writings -over tho nom de, plume of 
" Artomus Ward" have be^n ko oxton- 
Bively and fuvorablj' road, will bo ro . 
coivod, there vrili bo exprossioni cf 
regret thi-t ho bright an iniolh'Ct and 
ttUft ii humorist thouhJ have thus early 
boon called away. Mr Brown was the 
first humorist of tho duj-. Ilia stylo 
was original and quaiit; lie made 
evory point toll wiihciut straining lor 
effect. Mis books wcro good ; but his 
lectures were ovon better than his 
books. When ho first carao on the 
platform, with his long, hollow- 
cheeked face, and his bright, sad inn 
terrogativo eyes, ono expected from 
him anything but cause for langhtcr. 
He never smiled, but looked, on tlio 
contrary, pleading and entreating, as 
if bis; thoughts were in a mazo, and 
ho was ondoa^oring to disentangle 
them. Ho peemod to drift into a joke 
— to say will}' things bccauno hocould 
noti help it, and then corrected liims- 
Bclf by tho uso of a phraso still more 
ludicrous, on which ho boemed lo havo 
boon landed by an imperative noctso 
sity. It was this air of faimplicity, 
combined with originnlil}', that won 
upon hi.-i aiidieiictH, tliat coiivuli-cd 
them with li'Uglitcr. that gave him 
tho credit of being the " f unniest fel- 
low" in A . erica. In lingland ho 
wrote several humorous letters lor 
Punch, which wore well received, and 
a teries of lectures at Eifyptian Hall 
" took" omezingly, flia untimely end 
is attributed to that foil destroyer 
consumption, which had early marked 
hira as a victim. Poor Artemus Ward ! 
wo hove passed many pleasant moi 
ments with your book for a compan- 
ion, arid we can fcarcoly bring our 
mind to a realization of tho fact that 
the author of hi cli H|iarl<lint; wit is 
lying cold in (icaih at Kunnal Grrcn. 
Mr Brown was breil a compositor, 
and waj« aged about thirty-iwo years.

A Stbamok Amis.— LorK and Shoot- 
iKO.— Aoiise of Bhootiog, preceded by cir- 
cumstaDcea of a. remarkable natnre, oocnrrcd 
at Olympia, Waahingion Territory, on Friday 
o! last week. An Englishman, named Wil- 
son, who formerly kept the Railroad Eea- 
taurant on JolinBOD Btreet, in this city, 
fjrcd at an Irishman, tjamed Leo (also 
a former resident of Vioioriu), b\x tiinis 
with Q revolver — ouoh bbot miiisiiij; 
tho man. At tbo cuneluslon of the 
ibootiug, VVilsoQ was arreoted, and Leo, 
gl»d : to eeoape' with an unperforated Bkiii 
oanie'ori to Victoria in the New World. 
During the examination before the Juatice of 
the Peace, it appeared ihat Leo'jvaa acoiiaed 
of alieDBtiDg the affaotiona of Wilton's wire, 
some one year ago at Walla Walla ; thai 
tho guilty pair flsd lo Briliab Columbia, and 
finally opened a saloon at Eootenay ; that 
WilgoD, enraged nt tbo dasertiun of hisi wile, 
followed them to Big Bend, aud Dually 
overtook them at Kooleuay, where he per- 
petuated a savugo assault upon Loo, ai.d 
attempted his life, Tho latter had Wilson 
arrested and conveyed before the Gold Uoin- 
niiesioner, by whom he was either fluid or 
liberated upon furnishing bonds to answer 
nt iho higher court for an attempt at murder. 
At any ritte, Wilson euoceeded in reaehing 
the American Territory odoo more, and 
stopped at Walla Walla whe're He was again 
joined by bis ,wifa, who bed quarreled with 
ber paratnour. Leo went tt Olyinpfa lata in 
tbs fall, and aooepted a potltioii in' an bolel 
there. Lattaily, ascertaining that Mrs 
Wilson was at Wulla Wulla,' ho wrote 
to her saggesting a renewal of their former 
frienilly roliiiions. These letters were inter- 
ctptL'd by the husband, wlin at once started 
forOiyrapiu, prepared to wneh out iu bloid 
ilie stain his bur or had fustained. 'I'hc at- 
tempt 10 kill the man failed, and Wilsnn wiia 
put under £200 bonds by the Justice — 
wbetber to appear for trial for Btlempting 
to kill the man, or as a punishment for being 
so poor a sliot. dnp^ not iippo'ir.

Feb. 27.— Tba President np" 
prp.ved tb^ resoluiion to aid tbo citizens of 
the United Sl^tea in tho survey of the route 
of a ship canal at Iho Isthmui of Darien. ' 

New York, Feb. 34 — Iho Tunuessoe 
United Siotea Convention yeslordav nomin- 
ated Brownhiw for Governor. Resolutions 
were passed proclcimicg the fidelity to the 
Union party, endortfiiig the lacta of the 
Lsijiisluiure, especially the SiiUrnge and 
iVlilitaiy bills, and expressing full confidence 
In Congress. Mr Brownlow mode a biiel 
speech promising activity and fidelity, with 
a deolaraiion that be would rather rcceivn 
the voles of black loyalists than while 
iraitors. Resolutions of -the oojored men in 
Brown county pledging a cetermination to 
act wi'h tho Eadicals, was rEceived ^^ith 
areat applause.
